The price of Pivelwentles st London and
Frankfort is, eonfessediy, one of the Items ol
news most eagerly soaght for on the arrival of
every Buropean stenmer. We snpposs thore ta
no loyal man who has not relofoed st thele Inte
rife in the English market, in the face of elght
per cent. and Mlling consols, Whatever difer-
enoe of opinton there may be about the expedi
ency of & foreign loan, everybody wishes to see
our credit igh and our bonds sought for for In-
vestment in Burope, becanse whatever widens
the murket raises the prico st home, A groat
trade In our sccuritios has sprung up with
Euvope, and the fow of these abroad ls constant,

Hitherto, the Government has taken no part In
it, but It bas been loft to tuke its chances under
the ordiaury luws of trade, til it hwe become at
length an estabhished traflic—as much so, tor the
time belog, as the trade in cotton or provisions,

Since, then, foreigners will have our ponds,
because they are the best investmont they oai
make of thoir money, why should not the Gov-
ertment bisve the full benetit of the teate, nnd
put it on s feoting mores satlstactory and profit
iible both 1o the lorelgn mvestor and to the
Fedoral trvasury

Itis well kpown that the Secretare of the
Trousury hus not been (riendiy to the pincing or |

Co-Operation, or Partnership of Labor.
From the World,

“Partrership of labor" Is the name glven to a
new rélation springing up between ocapitaliate
and produocrs, under which the workmen re-
oeive, in addition to the ordinary wages, a share
in the profits they oreate,  In its appheation to
manufacturers It ia & plan not unlike shat which
wna onco not uncommon in this country, of
“renting a farm on shares,” The idleness of him
who, in the days of Solomon, "‘sccomplished as
& hireling bis day,” has its precise counterpart
in the eye-gervant of present times, who brags
that “he has put in anolher day.” 8o on it will
be for ever under the present system of employ-
ment, The laborer feels that, ho®over profita-
blo may be the business, however ricl the em.
ployer may become, he who ovars the chief part
in 1t, the producer himsell, has no share in the
results, exeept to bo paid his wages. Thus he
adopts the easlest way of apending his time, ia
wastelul of materinl, slights his work, oaring
Iittle how it ie done if it can only pass lnapec-

tion, and has meither pride m the reputation
nor interest in the prosperity ol the firm by
whom hie 18 employed.

Often, thinking he 18’ Insuficlently remuue.
rated, be sceks other placesot employment, or
engneea in strikes, wasting bis own fime and
snvinge, snd those of his fellow-workmen in the
costly exneriment, diminishing the oapital
and Injuring the business of his employer,
who, 1 Lis turn, hires his men at the
lowest possible prico, It too seldom enters the
wind of the workman that he might become
practically the partuer of his employer, have the
nse of capital on fair terms, profit by the busl
ness experience und commercial sagacity ac-
quired by early education and lone practice, and
rlu'u)‘l' his own best thought and skill to their
mutunl advnntage,

Ou the other band, the emplover quite as
seldom: ren embers thut his workmen are not
mercly ammale, to be bought and sold, or tem-
worarily hired n the market at the lowest price.
V¢ have lind SBouthern planters who were proud
to show their negroes, There are farmwers who
are proud to exhibit their cattle, and manufine
turers who have a not dishonorable pride tn their
mnchinery, But under the present system of
mere hiving, the more honorable fecling of pride
in bis workmen scldom has much hold on the
mind of the emploser, Yet ho mughr, with ad-
vantoee o himsel!, arvange s allairs i such a
way that the common proiits of \he capablish-
ment 1o which his men are required to contrl-
bute their toll and =kill may be shared with
them in just propostion to their confidence and
fidelity, *“their ceonomy and indostry, thelr
ek i1l and suceees,.”

There are mdications that the new relation
will ultimately prevetl. Tn Bur.po, where, irom
the pressure of narrow natural resources, the
mind o mwan 18 necessarily foreced to devise the
bist attainalile plans of economy, mony em-
ployers were wuling, for mauy years, to insti-
tite these parinersnips bet woen labor and capi-
tal, but were at o loss to dweover by what
practical plan they could atiain their object, It
wie 1o hastily acsumed by many that, because
the thewry and the sentimeut were 80 excellent,
the principle itsell was only visionary and base-
less, Inreshty it 18 founded no less upon a
shrewd caleviation of business profits than upon
the princaples of morsiny and justice, for a new
souroe of prott is openet our 1r each man gives
full attention to his work and “‘puts hig good-
will o in"

We will Hlustrate this by an example. It was
ol served that in certuin colileries at Whit wood
and Methley, in Evglaud, the colliers could, by
n linle stiention in separsting the wferor trom
the better conl, working with cheerfulness and
good will inswad of sullenness snd bad w:ll,
create a prolit of more than $20,u00 annually.
at time it was was invariably wasced,
The men would not take the requisite care to
separate the coal. But one ol the sagacious
proprictors hit upon the following expediont:—

The principle of the Farmer‘hl of industry
in cll-nrl‘g stated in these lucid expressions,
clenred of all ine sentimentality and the confu-
slon ot 1deas with which vew projects are lre-
quenily enveloped, There is pood feeling in it,
The intention e excellent, but not of that crade
sort of which it is well suid that they pave the
way to perdition; its selfishuess 1s intelligent;
s philuntlropy is practical; it costs nothing,
und crestes & double remuneration by s de-
posits in the pocket and bank of the employer
aud in the spprobation ot his lellow-men, anc
in all those ocher respects which may 10 & #ecu-
lar paper be summed up in the words—the re-
ward ol his own consclence.

_The tirst who in Englawd set the example of
improviong the relations of employers and em-
pluyed were the brm of Fravois & John Cross-
ley. Their works for the manufacture of carpets
cover cighteen and a bhall' scres of flooring, and
employ weapltal of over $10,000,000. This vast
business they artanged on the busis of & publie
company, moking toelr work-people — men,
women, and children, even minors and married
women, numbering jour thousand five hunared
~all lrliﬂlhlc to invest their earnings us share-
holders, *“thus giving to every producer an
opportunity of exchanging the servile position
ol & bired laborer iuto that of the dignity ot a
joint possessor of the mill-toor on which he
trends, nud sharing the renown and protts of
the i to which his toil and skill contnbuted.”

Messrs, biriges & Son, proprietors of the Whit-
wood sud Methley eollvrmes, have the honorable
dastinetion of currying the principle of wdus-
tnal parinership an additional step in advance,
und of belug the it manutacturing employers
on nnige scple who tolly recognized the poor
wan's labor us property, even when entirely un-
ueristed by any sccumulution of his earnings —u

Auother cumpany, callel the *“*Clayton Plate
ard Fur-lron Company,” carries the new prinei-
ple of partnersuip yet further, and lhike & co-
opernlive store, lueludes the customer ulso in
ihe division of profits, besides glving to the
workwen ol every grade & regular percentage
of the profits nlo, On their plan, ten per cent.
i allowed to the capitalirts annually, and the
remaiuiog profits wre divided into three equal
puite, one of whieh is distributrd among the
custemers 10 proportion to the gmount of goods
Lovght by ench of them; another to the share-
Lolders aceording to the number of shares held
by ench; und the remalning third to the officers,
clerks, and workmen, in proportion o their
YRNous wlaries snd wages,

The Clayion Company put Into practice more
wearly than suy other the principle of co-opera-
